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REEDS TACTICS. 


HE FAILS TOSEE THE DEMOCRATIC 
MEMBERS, 


AND SEES ALL THE REPUBLICANS. 


A High-Handed Outrage by the Speaker— 
Falsifying the Count of Votes, and 
Ruling to Suit the Party. 


WASAINGTON, January 20.—[Special]—This 
evening, after the committee of the whole 
house had adjourned, Speaker Reed gave an 
illustration of his high-handed methods in 
ticklish places. He turned his back to the 
democrats, and began recognizing republicans 
for the introduction of bills. Mr. Bland, of 
Missouri, appreciating the state of the case, 
left his seat and advancing tothe speaker’s 
desk, moved an adjournment. Mr. Reed put 
the question, and on the viva voce vote hastily 
decided the motion was lost. Mr. Bland cried 
‘‘division,”’ and the speaker counted the votes 
at railroad speed, deciding that the noes were 
fewer than the ayes. In both cases it | 
seemed to the spectators that 
the noes had it. Mr. Bland, as a last resort, 
demanded the appointment of tellers to count 
the votes. Mr. Reed then threw the mask 
aside, and stated that the rules under which 
the business of the house was being transacted 
did not recognize the necessity of tellers on 
auch an occasion. He again turned his back 
to the democratic side and recognized all re- 
publicaus who wished to introduce bills, after 
which he allowed the house to adjourn. 

R. D. LOCKE, CONFIRMED. 

The senate today confirmed Colonel Locke’s 
nomination as postmaster at Macon. Conse- 
quently the colonel is happy tonight and is 
making preparations to leave for Macon at 
once and arrange his bond. He says he wants 
to express thanks to all’ the good people who 
L..ve aided him in his contest. He will prob- 
ably take hold within a week. 

PUSHING ANNEXATION. 

The republican members of the senate com- 
mittee on the relations between this country 
and Canada, are concocting a very large 
scheme. A number of bills have been intro- 
duced in both house of congress, providing 
for reciprocity with Canada. Canada is in 
favor of free commercial union with the 
United States. The republican members of 
the committee, being protectionists, are oOp- 
posed to reciprocity. They want Canada an- 
nexed, but they would not allow Canada to 
send her goods here free until annexation. 
They believe that Canada would consent to 
annexation if reciprocity is withheld. They, 
therefore, propose to withhold reciprocity asa 
club to menace Canadainto annexation. While 
this scheme has been talked over by 
the committee, the democrats have been ex- 
cluded, as it were. That is, the republicans of 
the committee have quietly met and discussed 
it without notification to their democratic 
colleagues. Mr. Hoar is chairman of the com- 
mittee, and, itis believed, he is acting under 
the advice of Secretary Blaine. 

INAUGURATION DAY. 

Mr. Carlton, of Georgia, goes before the 
judiciary committee tomorrow, to be heard in 
favor of his bill to change the dato of the in- 
augnration of presidents from tne 4tn Ot, 
March to the first Wednesday in March. Mr. 
Carlton says Washington’s inauguration oc- 
curred on Wednesday, which happened to be 
the 4th of March, and perhaps thoughtlessly, 
the day of the month instead of the day of the 
week was incorporated in the statutes. The 
fourth often comes on Sunday or Monday, as 
it did last year, which necessitates congress 
setting on Sunday. Mr. Carlton has received 
letters from all over the country, favoring his 
proposition, and he will push it to a vote in 
the house 


THE MONTANA SENATORS. 
The four Montana senators are expected 
here tomorrow, when the credentials of the 
democratic senators will be presented to the 
senate. Considerable comment has been 
heard as to the unusual course pursued “when 
Senator Teller introduced the credenfials of 
the Montana republicans before their arrival. 
It now appears that this course was due to a 
consultation held between the president and 
Mr. Teller, the latter being sent for by the 
chief executive. Harrison is thoroughly alive 
to his growing unpopularity in the east, and is 
endeavoring to overcome it by building him- 
self up in the west. To this end he is taking 
great interest in everything transpiring in the 
new statesandin the territories. Just how 
the senate will settle this muddle it is impos- 
sible to ascertain. The democratic senators 
are hardly hoping that their number will be 
increased, but, at the same time, they do not 
see how the republican senate can, in justice, 
seat the embryo senators from Montana who 
confess to their political creed. The probabil- 
ities are thatafter many and protracted com- 
mittee meetings, and some lengthy and highly 
exciting debates, the senate will refuse admis- 
sion to any of the four senators, thus making 
a new election necessary. There is 
one fact recognized universally here, and 
it is that the Montana republicans in 
electing these senators were carring on nothing 
short of a big bluff. They had no idea that 
the men elected would have any chance of 
ever occupying seats in the upper branch of 
congress. They-leoked upon their election in 
the same light as though they were the cancus 
nominees of a party in the minority. Had 
they made this movement in all seriousness, 
they would have sent different men. Every 
one here recognizes the Montana steal in its 
true light, and itis not believed that the re- 
publican senators will care to go on record as 
indorsing one of the worst cases of the kind 
known.

RANDALL JOINS THE CHURCH. 

Hon. Samuel J. Randall has joined the 
Presbyterian church. Dr. Chester, the pastor 
of the church, went to Mr. Randall’s house a 
day or two ago and perfcrmed the rites of bap- 
tism. Mr. Randall’s family deny that the ac- 
tign on his part indicates that he fears the ap- 
proach of death. On the contrary, he is more 
hopeful, and seems more cheerful than he has 
been for many months, although he is yet in 
very bad health. Heis confident of recovery 
and expects to take his seat in the house be- 
fore the session is over. 

MR. CANDLER ON THE BLAIR BILL. 

Mr. Candler, of Georgia, whois a member 
of the educational committee of the house, and 
who will have to pass upon the Blair educa- 
tional! bill in committee, said this evening: 

“If the bill comes to us from the senate so 
amended that the appropriation for schools is 
made without restriction, and put under abso- 
lute control of the states as the landscript fund 
was, I shall favor it. But if the bill puts our 
schools under control of the federal .govern- 
ment, and thereby makes mixed schools possi- 


ble, J am-against it. In other words, I stand | 


just where I have always stood on this ques- 
tion.’’ 
THERE WILL BE NO NATIONAL ELECTION LAW. 

It may be marked down that this congress 
will pass no national election law that the 
south would object to. ‘The southern republic- 
ans are as bitterly opposed to such legislation 
as are the democrats. Mr. Evart, arepublican 
mémber from the Asheville district of North 
Carolina, said today, in speaking of a national 
electior law : 

“I am opposed to any such thing and shall 
vote against it, as will otber southern republic- | 
ans. Weare trying to build upa white man’s 
republican party in the south, and the passage 
of any election law would drive away 
from our party that class of white 
men who now vote with us on account 
of our principles of protection. The passage | 
of the Blair bill and a bill to repeal the in- 
ternal revenue law, will do more to build up 
the republican party in the south than any- 
thing else. mm 

“If these bills are not passed, I am afraid 
the North Carolina delegation will be solidly 
democratic next time. Our people are very 
strong in their demands for the passage of 
both.’’ E. W: B. 


BILL CHANDLER’S DENIAL 


He Monkeyed with the Election 
Officers in Florida in 1876. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—After the routine 
business of the morning, Mr. Pasco addressed the 
senate on the paragraph in the. president’s mes- 
sage relating to federal control of elections. He 
tketched the political condition of things at the 
close of the war, and the adoption by the repub- 
lican party of the reconstruction measures of that 
period, by which the work was turned over to 
army officers, agents of the freedmen’s bureau, 
camp followers and straggiers. ‘The effort, he 
said, was to build up a southern annex tothe re- 
publican party, and thus to prolong its lease of 
power. his southé¢rn movement was simply an 
annex, and in no sense a party. But it had turned 
out to be a rope of sand; and the republican party 
(with all the election tricks and frauds that deprav- 
ity could devise) lost its power in the south. For 
this result, it might blame its own conduct and pol- 
icy. And nowan attempt was to be made to seize the 
electoral machinery of the states. The power of 
the general government over state elections had 
been manly y exercised in the t. No political 
party would have dared before the war to enter on 
a political campaign with a plank in its platform 
claiming the right to exercise control over elec 
tions in states. It was only being inaugurated 
now. It had been a fact that since the war re- 
publican leaders had treated the southern states 
as inferior to the northern states. The message of 
the president, he said, had contained nosyHable in 
favor of free, honest elections, except as to the sup- 
pression of the votes of the colored people at the 
south. There was no evidence before the country 
of any such suppression. None had been com- 
municated to congress. It was simply a matter of 
inference. He presented some election statistics 
from eastern, western and southern states to prove 
that “the silent voter’ was increasing in every 
section of the country. 

In conclusion he stated that his voice and vote 
would be given in favor of standing by the meth- 
ods of election, which had come down from the 
days of Washington and Jefferson. 

BILLY CHANDLER RISES. 

Mr. Chandler followed Mr. Pasco. That senator, 
he said, had complained of the character of some 
citizens of the south who had come north as wit- 
nesses concerning political outrages in that sec- 
tion; and had also had something’to say about the 
silent voter. There was one citizen of Florida 
(said Mr. Chandler) who will not come north to 
testify concerning political outrages, and who 
might be termed a “silent voter.” nat Man was 
John Burr, a coloredcitizen of Madison county, 
Florida, who, in October last, having been to 
Jacksonville.as a witness concerning political

county by democrats of that county, on account of 
the testimony which he had given. 

Mr. Chandler sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read statements published in the New York 
Tribune and in the Jacksonville Republican, 
showing the bad state of affairs in Florida. The 
narrations given in these extracts, he said, were 
confirmed by documents and reports on file in the 
es mre of justice, which showed that it was 
substantially true that, throughout nearly half the 
state of Florida, United States laws were defied, 
and that in Madison county it was impossible for 
a marshal of the United States to serve processes 
of United States courts. 

Mr. Chandler also referred to the driving, by 
masked democrats, from his home in Jefferson 
county, Florida, of J. G. Cole, because he was a 
prominent republican; and he read extracts on 
the subject of that outrage from articles in the 
New York Tribune, Monticello, Florida, Consti- 
tution, the Gainesville, Florida, Advocate and 
Milwaukee Sentinel. He hoped the 
senator (Pasco) would inform the 
senate whether he did not consider such 
transactions as these reasons why it would be wise 
and judicious for the government of the United 
States to pass some law for the protection of re- 

yublican voters, and for fair elections in the south 
or representatives in congress. He also reminded 
Mr. Pasco of other political murders and outrages 
in Florida, going as far back as 1881, If there was 
any one state that needed the benefit of federal 
election law, in connection with congressional 
elections, it was the state of Florida. He sub- 
mitted to the senator (Pasco) whether he had not 
better, under the circumstances, waive his objec- 
tion to national interference in elections and to 
the passage of a national election law that would 
at least secure elections in Florida that would be 
(for once in the history of that state) both honest 
and peaceful. 
SENATOR PASCO ALLUDES TO THE GREAT FRAUD. 

Mr. Pasco said he would not follow the senator 
from New Hamshire through his ramblings from 
his scrapbook; but he expressed the belief that 
elections in Florida (ever since the memorable one 
of 1876) were as fair, as peaceful, as quiet as they 
were in New England. It was not surprising that 
there were someirregularities there because the 
senator (Chandler) had been one of the principal 
agents in the Florida election fraud in 1876, and the 
demoralization resulting from that had not en- 
tirely disappeared. 

Allusion to his coursein Florida in 1876, was 
taken up by Mr. Chandler, who denied the —- 
that he had then approached the chairman of the 
state canvassing and had promised that, if the 
state was canvassed for Hayes, a majority of the 
returning board would be taken care of. 
He denied that statement absolutely, and de- 
clared that the friends of Hayes had resorted to 
no extraordinary means on that occasion. 

Mr. Pasco said that charges had been often made 
and printed, and that this was the firsttime that 
it had been denied. . 

After executive session the senate adjourned.

HE TOUCHED AND DIED. 


ANOTHER DEATH FROM ELEC- 
TBICAL SHOCK 


CAUSED BY THE SAGGING OF A WIRE. ' 


A Current of Electricity Tranemitted to an 


Awing Post Causes a Series of Acci-— 
dents in New York. 


Newsureu, N. ¥., January 20.—This morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock a man stopped his horse in 
front of F. A. Parson’s shoe store, in Water 
street, tied the animal to.an awning post and 


went away. A few minutes later the horse | 


touched his nose to the iron post and fell inte 
the gutter like a log. Thgmas Dawson ran to 


help the horse, but no sooner did he place his | 


hands on the animal than he (Dawson). fell 
dead. 
AN ARC LIGHT WIRE TOUCHED THE ROD. 

Thomas Saltz, who saw Dawson fall, hast- 
ened to his assistance and took hold of him, to 
lift him up, but received a terrible shock, and 
he, too, dropped to the ground asif dead. An 
arc electric light wire had sagged and lay upon 
an iron rod extending from the awning post to 
the building, and the full force of the electric 
current was passing down the iron post into 
the ground. The insulation material of the 
wire’had become thoroughly saturated by the 
rain. The body of Dawson was carried into 
the store and laid upon the floor, where it still 
lies awaiting the action of the coroner. 

Mr. Saltz was only stunned. He got up, 
brushed his clothes and walked away. 
Neither was the horse killed. It was 
cut loose from the post, lifted to 
its feet, and driven off. Dawson was 
a laborer, and for several years was a grave 
digger in St. George’s cemetery. He was a 
large and powerful man, weighing over 200 
pounds. He was well and favorably known 
and leaves a wife and children. There is great 
excitement and indignation in this city. The 
electric light wires, even when taut, are only 
a few inches above the iron awning frames 10 
front of the buildings. 

DAWSON’S HEAD STRUCK THE POST. 

It seems that Dawson, in assisting the 
horse, took hold of the headgear, and at once 
fell forward, his head striking against the iron 
awning post. An examination of the body 
disclosed ‘the fact that the deadly current was 
received on the left side of the head, which 
had rested agdinst the awning post. Theneck 
was blistered, his hair singed, and ear badly 
burned. Drs. Wiggins and Howell subse- 
quently made a thorough examination of the 
whole body. The man’s eyes were open. His 
face bore no evidence that he suffered 


any pain. 
COMMUNICATION CUT OFF. 


Trains on the Pacific Railroad Snowed In— 
Telegraph Wires Down. 

CHICAGO, January 20.—The snow blockade on 
the west and northwest is one of the most com- 
plete on record. Not only has travel become im- 
possible on western divisions of the Central and 
Northern Pacific, but the Telegraph companies 
are equal sufferers and every through wire is 
down on both of these routes. The only means of 
telegraphic communication with the Pacific 
coast now is by the indirect route of the Southern 
Pacific, and the volume of business transacw.’ ** 
necessarily himited. Washington and Oreyou are 
shut off from communication with the entire 
world, with the exception of one little zigzag wire 
that still ticks feebly between San Francisco and 
Portland. When this wire goes down these two 
northwestern states will be further away from 
New York than China, so far as telegraphic com- 
munication is concerned, as trains are not run- 
ning and the snow blockade renders it impossi- 
oe ~ 9g a telegraph force to reach the scene of the 

reak. 

The Western Union repairers are snowed up at 
half a dozen places in the west and there is little 
prospect of renewed communication until the 
railroads have mastered the elements. The snow 
blockade on the Central Pacific road js at Emi- 
grant Gap, near the summit of the Sierras. 

: EIGHT TRAINS HEMMED IN. 

Last night eight west bound trains were snowed 
in, and the prospect of the road being opened iu 
the next forty-eight hours is poor, as snow plows 
cannot work through the freezing ice and the 
force of shovelers is inadequate. There are 1,500 
men at work, but as the snow is seven feet deep on 
a level, and fathomless in cuts, the work of clear- 
ing the track while the snow falls is tremendous 
labor. On the Northern cages wee is a com- 
plete snow blockade. At Sissdhs, near Mount 
Shasta, Colonel Fred Crocker, of the Southern 
Pacific, who was going north, has been snowed in 
here for three days, in a special tram, and hopes 
to get out tomorrow. The Seuthern Pacific road 
has been badly injuredin the Tehachepi moun- 
tains by washouts, and beyond Los Angeles the 
floods have done much damage. 

The only unobstructed road now is the Atlantic 
and Pacific, but as this depends on Soutlifern Pa- 
cific connections between Mohave desert and San 
Francisco and the washedout Southern Pacific line 
betwen Los Angeles and San Francisco travel on 
that may also be delayed at any moment, as it 
has been raining heavily in southern Califor- 
nia for days past, while it is snowing in the north. 
Western Union advices this morning are that the 
snow is still falling throughout the west so that 
the prospect is by no means encouraging. 

SEVERE STORM IN MINNESOTA. 

ST. PAUL, January 20.—A heavy storm, accom- 
panied by a gale, set in about 10 o’clock last night 
and a regular blizzard is now raging throughout 
the northwest. As yet there has been no inter- 
ruption of railroad traffic or telegraphic commu- 
nication, but the storm is very severe. Between 
five and six inches of snow have fallen on a level, 
and the prevailing high winds has drifted it badly, 
ev y in the southwestern portion of the 
Ss . 
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PORTUGAL WILL SUBMIT, 


And Will Try to Conciliate Public Opin- 
ion. 

LisBoN, January 20.—Editors of papers pub- 
lished in this city have convoked a meeting to 
promote a scheme for obtaining subscription for 
the national defense. 

The Portuguese government, finding the powers 
unwilling to mediate in the dispute between 
Portugal and England, concerning territory in 
east Africa, will submit to Lord Salisbury’s full 
demands, under protest, while at the same time it 
will try to conciliate Portuguese public opinion. 
An attempt to increase the capital of the Portu- 
guese Mozambisque company, from $15,000,000 to 
$250,000,000, has failed. on

THE FORGERS EXPLAIN THEIR IN- 
| . F4aMOUS WORK. 


The Meeting of the Villains, and How the 
Scheme Was Concocted—Woods on 
3 the Stand Again. 


Wasninaton, January 20.—The first witness 
today before the special house committee in- 
ve g the Ohio ballot. box forgery case 
w yor Mosby, of Cincinnati. He testified 
that he knew Wood, who came to him with 
letters of recommendation from reputable busi- 
ness men and firms and-continued to present 
such letters until thé number was considerable. 
These the mayor read, as he presented them. 

The chairman suggested that these letters 
might,be-put in without reading, but witness 
said he would not like to go before the country 
as appointing a man who deliberately sat down 
here last Saturday like a buffoon and fool to 
give evidence. So he was allowed 
to’ go on reading the letters. One 
was from Powell Crosley, Butter- 
worth’s law partner, and in it Crosley spoke of 
Wood as his friend. Another was from John 
Zumstsin, now county treasurer. Owing to 
these letters, and after an interview with 
Wood, in which Wood impressed him as 
being capable, the mayor had determined to 
appoint him.smoke inspector. Wood filed 
the papers, and asked if witness had re- 
ceived a letter of recommendation from Gov- 
ernor.Foraker, and being answered in the 
negative, said the letter would be forthcom- 
ing. August 8th witness got a letter from C. 
L.* Kurtz, the governor’s secretary, asking to 
have the place of smoke inspector held open. 
August 13th he got a letter from the governor 
asking him not to make an appointment of 
smoke inspector for a few days. Witness wrote 
the governor in reply, telling him what kind 
@a man he wanted for smoke inspector,

THE WORLD'S FAIR COMMMITTEE 


Appointed by the Speaker—Bills Introduced 
in the House. 


WASHINGTON, January 20.—The speaker ap- 
pointed the world’s fair committee as follows: 
Messrs. Candler, of Massachusetts; Hitt, of MIi- 
nois ; Bowden, of Virginia; Belden, of New York; 
Frank, of Missouri; Springer, of Illinois; Hatch, 
of Missouri; Wilson, of West Virginia, and Flow- 
er, of New York. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, offered a resolution in- 
structing the sergeant-at-arms to ascertain from 
the books of the late sergeant-at-arms, the 
amounts due members of the house for salaries for 
months prior to November, 1889,and draw from 
the $83,000 now in the custody of the treasury of 
the United States, sufficient amount to pay such 
undrawn salaries, and requesting the treasurer to 
allow the withdrawal of such sum. He asked 
unanimous consent for the immediate considera- 
tion of the resolution, contending that the only 
money embezzled consisted of November salaries. 

Mr. Payson, of Lilinois, objected, and the resola- 
tion was referred to the special Silcott committee. 

Mr. Stone, of Kentucky, offered a resolutiou for 
the payment of special deposits in the sergeamit-at- 
arms’ office. - Referred. 

The following bills and resolutions were intro- 
duced and referred : 

TAXING THE “FUTURES.” 

By Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio—Defining 
“options” and “futures” and imposing special 
taxes ondealers. The bill provides that the word 
“options” shall be understood to mean any con- 
tract or agreement made by a party, or in whose 
behalf such contract or agreement is made, to de- 
liver to another party at a future time any articles 
of the nature of farm products, such as wheat, 
corn, pork, lard, etc. The word ‘‘futures”’ is in- 
terpreted to mean any contract or agreement 
whereby a party agrees to sell and deliver ata 
future time any of the articles mentioned. A 
special tax of $1,000 is imposed upon dealers in 
“options” and “futures,” together with a tax of 
five cents per pound for each of cotton, pork, 
lard or other hog products. Also atax -f twenty 
cents per bushel is levied upon corn, wheat, cot- 
ton and other cereals. The bill further provides 
that every such party shall make weekly reports 
of all contracts entered into, with a statement of 
articles embraced in the contract, and at the same 
time shall pay the collector the tax on the articles 
covered by the agreement. Penalties are pro- 
vided for transacting business without a certifi- 
cateof authority trom the collector.

ALLGOOD SHOT DEAD » 


BY. DR. J, B.S. HOLMES, HIS BROTHe 
ER-IN-LAW. 


In“‘Which One Prominent Citizen KWiis Au« 
ot her—The Full Details of the Act and 
a History of the Principals. | 


Rome, Ga., January 20. [Special.]—Deforest 

, president of the iron factory, oneof 

the wealthiest institutions of North Georgia, 

was shot and instantly killed at 8 o’clock this 

evening by Dr. J. B.S. Holmes, his brother- 

in-law, and one of the most prominent and 
popular of Georgia physicians. 

Aligood had long cherished ill wilf’ 
towards Holmes for some business matter-° 
between them, and had frequently threatened: 
his life. Holmes had avoided Allgood for 
years, and went out of town to avoid meeting 
him today. 

ALLGOOD WAITS FOR HOLMES. 

Allgood eame down from Trion factory te 
Rome onthe evening train, and waited for 
Holmes in his office door. Holmes, who had 
had a vague warning, sought to reach his 
office by back streets. Messrs. McKelden and 
Matlock, of Tennessee, friends of Dr, Holmes, 
had been hunting with him. 

ADVANCES UPON THE DOCTOR. 

When the party drew up in front of the of 
fice, Allgood advanced with drawn pistol on 
Holmes. The latter shot Allgood twice with 
his double-barrelled shot gun, loaded with 
bird shot, both shots taking effect, the first 
cutting the caroted artery and the juglar vein, 
and the second breaking the neck completely. 

THE FATAL SHOTS. 

Allgood fell at the first shot, then half rose, 
still trying to draw his pistol. When he re 
ceived the second shot he fell on his face, and 
instantly expired. 

Holmes exclaimed, ‘‘I was forced to do it te 
save'my own life. I am sorry, sw sorry, but he 
hunted me down, and for the sake of my wife 
and my son I had to kill him.’’ 

SYMPATHY WITH HOLMES. 

Holmes immediately surrendered to the 
officers, and is resting in his own apartments 
in charge of a deputy sheriff. The general 
sentiment agrees that the killing was clearly 
in self-defense, and although both men were 
exceedingly popular, the current of sympathy 
is strongly with Dr. Holmes. 

AN EYE-WITNESS SPEAKS. 

Mr. H. B. Parks, a near relative and devoted 
friend of both parties to the unfortunate trag- 
edy, was an eye-witness. He had been in- 
formed by Mrs. Holmes today that she feared 
her'brother would seek a difficulty with Dr. 
Holmes, and was on the lookout to prevent it 
He met Allgood at the office in 
the evening, and endeavored to persuade -him 
out of his hostile intention, and to settle it age 
business matter, peaceably. Allgood replied: 

“No, by God, I'll settle it my own way. 
This shall settle it,’’ drawing his revolver and 
flourishing it. When Holmes’s carriage was 
heard driving up, Allgood remarked: 

‘“‘There comes the damned scoundrel, now.” 

He advanced to the door, where he was 
killed. The difficulty has its origin in the af- 

Trion factory, of which Aligood is 
and Holmes, with Mr. 
- Marsh, of Atlanta, 
and other members of  AHgood’s 
family, chief stockholders. There was some 
difference from the policy and methods of 
President Allgood, and Holmes had expressed 
a different view pleasantly. Allgood, high 
strung and sensitive, took up the idea that 
Holmes was trying to oust him from the presi- 
dency, and in his fiery way had frequent 
threatened to kill Holmes, of whi 
threat .Holmes had heard, and had 
consequently ayoided Allgood, and was pre- 
ring to leave for New York on Thursday te 
et the matter die out. The Allgood family, 
except the wife of the dead man, are al) im 
Rome, and have been for days endeavoring te 
appease President All ‘Ss wrath in vain. 
rs. Allgood was sent for on a special train at 
midnight and will reach home before morning. 
Mr. Allgood ‘was immensely popular among 
the operatives and country —— about Trion, 
and it is rumored here tonight that excite- 
ment is intense, and threatening among them. 
Dr. Holmes is surrounded by his host of 
friends, andis self-possessed, although full of 
regret for the deed which he insists was abso- 
lutely necessary to save his own life. Messrs. 
Branham, Featherstone and Fouche have 
been retained to defend Holmes. 
THE DEAD MAN. 

Mr. D. F. Allgood was the only son of the 
late Judge A. P. Allgood, an honored pioneer 
in the cotton manufacturing of Georgia. He 
grewup at Trion factory, twenty-five miles 
north of Rome, and there, under the personal 
instruction of his father, he studied cotton 
manufacturing. By the time he had grown te 
manhood he was ——— by his father to 
be a thorough mill man, competent to take 
charge of the immense business that must 
eventually fall on his shoulders. When 
Judge Allgood died his son, D. F., succeeded 
him, as a matter of course, and the young 
man found himself in charge of one of the 
largest cotton mills in Georgia. Under Mr. 
D. F. Algood’s management the Trion mills 
have continued to grow and prosper, and at 
the time of his death improvements which 
would double the capacity of the plant were 
in process of erection. 

rom his early youth Mr. Allgood waa 
much at Rome, and from the first he 
friends. He was a generous, noble-hearted 
oO man, with engaging manners, ’ and 
Salen aman of affairs, he had influence as 
well as friends. He took a lively interest in the 
development of Rome, and became identified 
with the business institutions of the place, as 
well as a real estate owner. As president of 
the Trion Manufacturing company, he han- 
died an immense business, which ht hima 
into relations with many of the most influen- 
tial concerns in the state. 

Five or six years ago Mr. Allgood married 
Miss Susie Wright, of Griffin, and they 
married life at Trion, in a beautiful residence 
which he built near that of his father. 

Mr. All has four sisters, and his mother 
is still living at Trion.

WHICH MARKED TWENTY-FOUR

Rowdy White Men Responsible for the 
Bloody Tragedy of Saturday Night—An- 
other Gashing Affair Reported. 


West Point, Ga., January 20.—[Special.]— 
The fatal row of Saturday night had no con- 
mection with that earlier in the day, for which 
Bud Carrington was responsible. It was 
@aused by a rivalry between Nolan Sherald 
and one of the white boys—the prize at stake 

being a negro woman of ill repute. 
; THE TROUBLE STARTED. 

Four white boys went to the negro woman’s 
house and there found Sherald and other 
megroes. The whites ordered the negroes to 
vacate, but they protested. A fight. ensued, 
and the negroes held the fort and forced the 
whites to leave. They went away, saying 
they. would see the negroes later. Coming 
over to the west side of the river, reinforce- 
ments and implements of war were obtained, 
and then a hunt for the offenders was begun. 
Returning to the house where the row had 
been in the early part of the night, they found 
the negro boys gone. They searched the house 
and went out, saying they would kill Sherald 
before day. 
| THE FIGHT BEGINS. 

A few minutes later they came up with 
Sherald (and the others mentioned among the 
wounded) and immediately a fight was begun, 
with the above result. The wounded were 
taken to houses near by, and in less than an 
hour Sherald died, and the doctors were pre- 
paring to amputate Wes Fouman’s leg. Yes- 
terday the scene of the bloody battle was vis- 
ited by at least a thousand people, and excite- 
ment ran high. But as on Saturday, the 
cooler heads succeeded in restoring peace. 

Soon after 12 o’clock a coroner’s jury was 
empanneled, with L. M. Harris acting coroner, 
and began aninvestigation. The coroner’s jury 
held a session yesterday afternoon, and is still 
at work. 

Crowds of negroes are in town, but all is 
quiet and no more trouble is feared.

SMALL POX IN LUTHER’ 
Great Excitement in West 
Over the Case. 

NEWNAN, Ga., Jan 20.—{Special.}—The 
town of Lutherville, near the line of Coweta and 
Merriwether counties, six miles from Grantville, 
was thrown into a high state of excitement yester- 
day by the report that N Upshaw, formerly a 
revenue officer of this distritt, was down sick at 
that place with small pox. He came home last 
Thursday, complaining, but not until yesterday 
afternoon, did the people learn that Upshaw had 
the small pox. 

OFFICIAL ACTION TAKEN. 

The mayor and council were hurriedly convened 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, when they sent a 
message to Dr.R.L. Long, of this place to go at their 
expense and make an investigation of the matter. 
The doctor retured late this evening, and pro- 
nounced it a genuine case of confluent small pox. 
He says that the people are fleeing Lutherville, 
and the greatest excitement prevails in that sec- 
tion. Itis highly probably that there has been a 
large number of exposures, the people being ig- 
norant until Sunday of the nature of the disease. 
Upshaw’s children did not leave his bedside until 
yesterday, and they were being taken care of by 
their neighbors. All business had stoped, and 
the men were congregated on the street cor- 
ners, discussing the seriousness of their situa- 
tion. 


RUMORED ABOUT HOGINSVILLE. 

Dr. Taylor told Dr. Long he understood that a 
case of small pox had broken out in Hoginsville 
yesterday. The same report is discussed here, on 
the streets of Newnan, but nothing of its truthful- 
nefs is known. Upshaw says he has never been 
where he could catch the disease, but he has been 
traveling of late on the railroads of the state. 

TELEGRAPHING FOR AID. 

The doctors and druggists are telegraphing to- 
night to Atlanta for virus for the purpose of an- 
ticapating the ravages of the disease. There is a 
latent impression in the minds of the people that 
some great calamity overhangs them, and this 
case of small pox out inthe country intensifies 
their grave apprehensions. Of course, the adjoin- 
ing towns will at once quarantine Sutherville and 
business in this section will be greatly retarded. 
Dr. Long will return Wednesday and see how his 
patient is doing, and may remain there until the 
malady abates. He left himin charge of a man 
who had already had small pox, and understands 
nursing patients thus afflicted. 


ABOLD JAIL ESCAPE. , 


The Desperate Fight of Three Prisoners and 
a Jailer. ‘ 


CUTHBERT,Ga., Jan. 20.—[{Special.]—This morn- 
ing, when Jailer Grubbs went to the jail to feed 
the prisoners, complaint was made to him, froma 
cell containing three negro men, that one of their 
number was unpleasant, and that they desired the 
jailer to place him in another cell. When the door 
was opened, they sprang upon the jailer, and 
overpowered him by choking and otherwise 
suffocating him.

WHO WAS SUMMERS? 

Several years ago there appeared at Win- 
chester one Professor Carl Summers. He was 
a musician of some note and soon secured a 
position as organist at one of the churches, 
Summers was an Englishman and one of the 
talkative sort, with which this country is often 
afflicted. His favorite theme in conversation 
was the property he had left behind him in 
one of the small towns of Loudon—a property 
which he fondly hoped would some day make 
him independent of the world.. He was a 
quietly, gentlemanly sort of a fellow and made 
friends. 

In the choir of the church with which he 
was connected was Miss Eva Dorning, a 
young lady whose parents were poor but most 
estimable. The friendship between the organ- 
ist and the pretty singer soon became marked, 
and an engagement was announced.

He then 
decided that the solicitor’s and clerk’s fees, and 
costs, were court expenses, within the meaning of 
the constitution of 1887. The case goes to the 
supreme court, on appeal for final decision.

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Railway Control in New York. 

According to the New York World, the 
railroad commission of that state finds 
itself hampered in its efforts to carry out the 
plain purpose of the law under which it is 
supposed to operate. 

The situation seems to be a peculiar one. 
The commission was instituted for the 
purpose of correcting certain evils of railway 
management, but, through some defect of 
language, as it is interpreted by the court of 
appeals, the board is left by the statute 
practically without power. It cannot secure 
the enforcement of its own orders and de- 
cisions even by an appeal to the courts. 

In other words, the railroad commission 
of the great state of New York is no com- 
mission at all. It exists only on paper. A 
number of estimable gentlemen draw their 
salaries as commissioners, issue orders, to 
which the roads pay no attention, and have 
B good time generally. ' 

Another curious feature of the situation 
S that for several successive years efforts 
have been made to induce the legislature to 
pass a bill authorizing the commission to 
enforce its orders through the courts. These 
efforts have had the indorsement of the 
chamber of commerce, other business bodies, 
two attorney generals and the court of ap- 
peals; but the bill has always failed in one 
house or the other. 

All this in the great state of New York, 
which is called the empire state of the re- 
public. The facts of the case show one of 
two things—either that the people do not de- 
sire to control the railroads, or that the rail- 
roads control the legislature. It is a pity 
that the state of New York did not follow 
the example of the state of Georgia, and 
organize a commission under a law that the 


railroads would be compelled to respect.” 


The powers of the Georgia commission are 
elastic in their nature, and the board has 
been so wisely constituted, that there has 
‘been little or no friction in carrying out its 
decisions. When it was first organized, the 
railroad interests undertook to-cripple its 
usefulness, but they soon discovered that 
the board was impregnable in every direc- 
tion—in the courts and before the people. 
They then ceased their opposition for the 
most part, and underthe operations of the 
railroad law, the various lines have _ pros- 
pered as they never prospered before, and 
we no longer hear the complaint that the 
commission is an oppressive force jm our 
state government. 4.

All a Matter of Habit. P 

The last report of the savings bank com- 
missioners in Massachusetts shows that 
there is now a savings bank account for one 
of every two persons in the state. 

We do not hesitate to say that this is the 
most remarkable showing ever made by the 
people of any commonwealth on the face of 
the earth. 

It all shows what habit will do for a_ peo- 
ple. Saving from the very first became a 
habit with the industrious and frugal work- 
ers of Massachusetts. Public opinion favored 
it, and frowned upon spendthrift modes of 
living. Young men growing up saw that 
the men who saved their earnings were re- 
spected, and that those who spent them 
were considered worthless citizens. Natur- 
ally, they imitated the better class of their 
meighbors. They sawthat the custom of 
even the poorest was to deposit all that was 
saved at the end of the week in the savings 
bank, and so they followed the custom. 

With these people this whole business of 
economy has become a habit. It has multi- 
plied savings banks and depositors. It has 
made the entire state rich. 

Such an example is worth studying. It is 
an old and a true saying that it is not what 
a man makes that gives him wealth—it is 
what he saves. 


A Common Sense View. 

A very level-headed democrat is Mr. Whit- 
mey, who was secretary of the navy during 
the Cleveland administration, and his ability 
as our readers know, is equal to his level- 
headedness. Indeed, Mr. Whitney was so 
successful in administering the affairs of the 
mavy department, and made himself so pop- 
ular in his efforts to overcome the extrava- 
gance and waste that had been engrafted on 
the department by his republican predeces- 
sors, that he has been frequently spoken of 
asa possible democratic candidate for presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Whitney has won his popularity by 
hard work, and by the application of com- 
mon sense in carrying out the duties of a 
very trying position. The fact that com- 
mion sense is the most uncommon kind of 
gense isshown in the prominence that has 
pursued him to private life. 

Under the circumstances, it is nattral 
that newspaper reporters should find Mr. 
Whitney an attractive person. He was vis- 
ited the other day by a representative of 
the Boston Globe, who asked him various 
questions, more or less pertinent or imper- 
tinent as the case may be. Among other 
things, Mr. Whitney remarked that he 
had no presidential bee in his bonnet, and 
that there is no possibility that he will be 
a candidate, for the very simple reason 
that he does not wish to be.

Early Southern Abolitionists. 

The Appletons, of New York, have just 
published a work of peculiar interest, en- 
titled, ‘‘James G. Birney and His Times.”’’ 

Even the few who remember that Birney 
was the first abolition. candidate for the 
presidency in 1840, and again in 1844, are 
probably not aware that he was a southerner. 
Such, however, was the case. He was born 
in Kentucky, and lived for a long time in 
Alabama, where he was a member of the 
legislature, and mayor of Huntsville. After 
working for the abolition cause about fifteen 
years, he moved to Ohio, and thento New 
York. He died four years before the war 
broke out. 

Before Birney, and during his life, there 
were many other active southern abolition- 
ists. The Rev. Samual Doak, a Virginia 
Presbyterian divine, who settled in Ten- 


| nessee in 1777, freed his own slaves and took 


a prominent part with the Rev. John Ran- 
kin, Rev. Jesse Lockhart, Charles Osborn 
and others in founding the Manumission 
society of Tennessee. The members of this 
society favored immediate emancipation. 
In 1820 Elihu Embree started the Emancipa- 
tor at Jonesborough, Tennessee, and advo- 
cated abolition in its columns. This paper 
was succeeded by another of the same 
stamp, edited by Benjamin Lundy. The 
Abolition Intelligencer and the Liberalist, 
published in Kentucky and Louisiana, were 
two other southern abolition organs. As 
late as 1854 an Anti-Slavery society was or- 
ganized in Kentucky, and the cause had 
strong advocates in Virginia, 

After General Jackson’s re-election the 
abolition sentimentin the south weakened, 
and such leaders as Birney moved north 
where the friends of emancipation were just 
beginning to organize,

south borrowed secession from New Eng- 
land; and New England borrowed general 
abolition from the south, and imported 
southerners to champion the movement. [It

A SANITARY AMENDMENT. 

An ordinance adopted in 1887, provides that 
n case of death the attending physician shall 
file at the board of health office or at the res- 
idence of the deceased, a certificate of death 
of — form, within five hours after 
Violation punishable with fine. 

The physicians have frequently complained 
that this was frequently a hardship, and in 
some cases im ble.

$25 when so employed. Reported adversely.

The following resolution, by Councilman

lars, the same be let out to lowest and best bidder, 
and that the city engincer and the commissioner 
of public works be required to advertise for bids 
for same.” 

It is not contemplated that every job of work 
shall be ciwertised but the contract is to be 
made for a year—as was done last year. 

TO PUT ON NEW STREET NUMBERS. 

Councilman McLendon introduced a resolu- 
tion yesterday calling for the appointment ofa 
committee of five to report upon the matter of 
re-numbering the houses of the city, and of 
correcting the evil where there are more than 
one street of the same name. 

PROPERTY OWNERS TO PAY FOR SEWERS. 

Alderman Haas introduced an important 
resolution. Its plan is that of the law passed 
by the last legislature amending the city 
charter. It goes-on the principle that a sewer 
benefits the land owner just like sidewalk or 


belgian block does, and that the land owner | 


should bear part of the expense of construc- 
tien. 

The ordinance provides that an _  assess- 
ment be made of ninety cents 
per lineal foot on each side 
of a street in which a sewer is laid or con- 
structed ; and ninety cents a lineal foot on the 
teal estate abutting on each side of a sewer 
rhrough private property. 

The average cost of the sewer construction 
used now is $4 to $4.50 per foot, and the land 
owners pay $1.80 of it. The property owners, 
in return, are to have the privilege of connect- 
ing with the sewer under the regulation of the 
council. 

After the first reading of an ordinance for 
constructing a sewer, a notice of it shall appear 
in one or more daily papers for at least ten 
days before the ordinance can be adopted, thus 
giving the property owners ample notice.

A TRANSFER EFFECTED. 


COLONEL CORPUT TRANSFERS THE 
PRESIDENCY TO MR. PEEK. 


The Books Examined and Found Correct in 
Every Particular—Mr. Peek Begins His 
New Work Today. 

Colonel Felix Corput retired yesterday from 
the presidency of the Farmers’ Alliance ex- 
change, and Hon. W. L. Peek, of Conyers, 


assumed the office. 


‘The transfer required a great deal of work, 
and atan early hour President Corput, Mr. 
Peek, Vice-President Lesington, Secretary 
Ldebetter and Treasurer Broughton, metin a 
room at the Kimball house for the purpose of 
examining a statement which had been pre- 
pared by Colonel Corput. For every item of 
the statement vouchers were presented, and it 
consequently took a long time for the entire 
business of the exchange to be examined. 

When all the work possible to be done there 
had been accomplished at the Kimball house, 
the officers adjourned to the Alabama street 
office of the exchange, and __ there, 
commenced an examination of the books. 
They were found to correspond in every re- 
spect with Colonel Corput’s statement, and a 
paper was signed by all the examiners statin 
that everything was correct and that Colone 
Corput’s administration had been perfectly 
satisfactory to the alliance. 

As soon as the paper was handed to Colonel 
Corput, he formally placed the books in Mr. 
Peek’s charge and a general handshaking took 
place, after which the new president hurried 
away to catch a train to his home in Conyers. 
He will, however, return to Atlanta this 
morning in time to begin his new duties when 
the office opens. 

The directors think that in securing Mr. Peek 
they have succeeded in getting the right man 
for the place. He bearsan excellent reputa- 
tion for business acumen, and he has also had 
much valuable experience in the management 
of the co-operative store at Conyers. Mr. Peek 
will begin his work full of ardor for the cause 
he has enlisted to serve, and the directors feel 
confident that the success begun under Colonel 
Corput will be carried out under his adminstra- 


tion. 

On retiring, Colonel Corput publishes the 
following circular: 

To the Trustee-Stockholders and Members of 
the Farmers’ Alliance Exchange of the State of 
Georgia—Brethren: Finding that my health 
would not admit of the continual mental strain in- 
curred in the management of the State Exchange 
and that my private business demanded more 0 
my time than I could bestow upon it, I decided to 
tender my resignation as president and as a mem- 
berof the board of directors of the exchange. 
For this purpose, as well as for. the 
consideration of other matters of import- 
ance, I convened the ‘board of directors 
on the Sth instant. My resignation was then ac- 
cepted, to take effect on the 20th, Hon. W. L. 
Peek, of Conyers, being elected my successor. In 
surrendering the management, this day turn 
over the entire cash capital stock paid in to date, 
amounting to $65,193.79 and $132.50 in notes, and 
have also submitted an itemized statement of your 
business agents’ transactions to date, which was 
found correct and approved by the imcoming 
presidext and officers of the exchange. 

This, I hope, will set ali ramors at rest and show 

them to have originated in the sensational brain 
who saw fit to promulgatethem. Upon my retire- 
ment, being free from any further con- 
nection with the management, I deem 
it right and proper to review 
in a succinct manner the work accomplished by 
the past administration and to point outa few 
stumbling blocks which will be found in the way 
of future progress. The past policy of the ex- 
change, being to reduce the cost of your purchases 
tothe lowest possible paying price, to simplify 
trade and eliminate as far as practicable the 
many enormous commissions between the manu- 
facturers and consumers, acting more in the ca- 
sacity of a large option house than as merchants, 
1as (as will be seen by a comparison with last 
season prices) been eminently success- 
ful, for it does not matter whether 
these goods are bought through your exchange, 
your local co-operative stores or your local mer- 
chant, the reduction exists and is a saving to you. 
Consider the fact that your individual subscrip- 
tion to the exchange fund is a mere pittance of $3 
or $4 at most, and ask yourselves if you have not 
been benefitted many times that amount. 

If you will properly handle your resources, trust- 
ing your officers and listening to their guiding 
wad eae wang, Surely will be yours,,.Disre- 
when advised of such, coming di- 
rectly to them and obtaining for your- 
selves information in the premises. Be careful 
how you nurse strife and listen to bad advice. 
In organization and co-operation alone lies your 
success. Disaffection will’breed dissention and 
that will bring with it the wrecking and disband- 
ing of the order.: This is theone thing most de- 
voutly wished for by those who are in opposition 
to cleaner methods and the improvement of your 
financial condition. Be true to yourselves and all 
will be well. 

The volume of business transacted through the 
exchange to date is comparatively small, the 
force had to be organized an ‘sags business con- 
nections made. This is now about perfected and 
will require very little more labor. We have found 
a majority of the manufacturers ready to enter 
into an arrangement which is thought mutually 
beneficial, and will certainly have a tendency to 
simplify trade and reduce to you the cost of these 
articles. Acting under instructions of the county 
trustee stockholders in convention assembled on 
the 18th of December, your business agent has pre- 
pared alist of all manufacturers who refused to 


deal directly through the exchange, stating reas- 


ons assigned. This listis uow in your hands. I 
regret to find that in some instances (few, it is 
true,) manufacturs who have _ given the 
exchange prices much lower ;than last 
season’s offerings, which they represent as 
starvation prices, have not been able to escape re- 
morse of conscience for excessive charge in the 
past, and where counties have pledged themselves 
to deal through the exchange are found making 
additional cuts, at the same time 
Stabbing your officers in the back 
and by other’ devices, understood and 
adopted by men of little business ability and less 
moral] principles, endeavor to cause dissatisfaction 
and distrust to obtain ranks in the alliance. 
The object of these questionable tactics 
will be obvious to all, and must not prevail. The 
order should condemn and rebuke such methods 
(whether in or out of order)jin no uncertain tone. 
I say in or out of order, because itis a well-known 
fact, that bad influences are busy at work 
in the ranks of the alliance, and it is 
charged that we have ineligible members in 
the order whose cupidity and _ object 
would naturally lead them against your best in- 
terest. Beware,, brethren of the disappointed 
tradesman, the demagogue and scrub politician. 
Those who entrench themselves behind the words, 
“I told you so,”’ who having heretofore failed to 
raise themselves above paediooriéy, are how en- 
deavoring, by questionable ways all their own, to 
use you as a prop. The ear marks of 
these men are plainly visible and 
their object patent to all. They’ will 
lead you to believe that there isa ‘‘mouse in the 
meal tub ;” will intimate that they will investigate 
and report, they do not deal in direct charges over 
their signature, butin rumor or inuendoes, and 
creeping, snail-like, leave slime on all they touch. 

Many co-operative stores and warehouses have 
lately been organized and put in operation. I 
hope that they may be the means of bringing relief 
to the struggling masses, and thatthey will not 
have a tendency to bring forth a crop 
of unsuccessful merchants. I must admit 
that I have always had misgivings on this 
point. You cannot afford to fail in your under- 
takings, and must watch this point with jealous 
care. The policy of the Exchange an that 
adopted by these co-operative institutions, are by 
no means similar and in order to be beneficial to 
those in whose interest they should be, and no 
doubt are created, must brought closer to- 
gether. This is a matterfor the comideration of 
the incoming management. 

In conclusion I desire to say that, I have fonnd 
the gemployes hard working, faithful and efficient, 
and I commend them as well as the new manage- 
ment to your kind consideration. In President 
Peek, you have nonew man. He has been, from 
its origi in the counsels of the al- 
i ven himself worthy of 
trust. Im Vice-President Liv- 
6 le, would have been honored with the presi- 

ncy, you have a tried and true. friend, who has 
ever been found battling for your rights in no 
uncestain tones. Secretary better and Treas- 
urer Broughton, as well as your directers, are capa- 
bie, efficient and conscientious men, who have ever 
had a eye single to your interests. I bespeak for 
all of these gentiemen your confidence, support 
and hearty co-operation, and, on my own 
I desire to return my sincere ae pecan ny 
for yous many acts of kindness and expressions of 
confidence. I accepted the trust, and return it to 
you intact, free from leakage, or corruption, clean 
in its methods and fully organized for efficient 
work.

THE,STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 20.—The stock market to- 
day presented the same professional character 
that it has for the past two weeks, and while the 
apathy of the general public was as marked as 


‘usual, a few active leaders were again ranged upon 


the side of lower figures. The firm undertone pre- 
sented by the market, however, with the tenacity 
of holders of securities, prevented any extended 
opposition, and duliness once more was the ruling 
feature of de alings.

FIRED A SHOT 

at the fugitive, who ran in the direction of 
Patrolmen Chanler, Stein and Thompson, 
who were coming to his assistance. 

The negro dodged the officers and dis- 
appeared, but in a few minutes Officer Simpson 
met a citizen who said that he 
saw a@ man hiding under a house, a little 
further down the street. 

The policemen went to the place indicated,
